1 . This Office Action is in response to correspondence filed October 9, 2008 
in reference to application 10/525,370. Claims 1-10 are pending in the 
application and have been examined. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on October 9, 2008 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of US Patent 7,062,442 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed October 9, 2008, with respect 
to claims 1-10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
claims 1-10 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

5. Consider claim 1 , The prior art or record, Logan, does not specifically 
teach or suggest the steps of "comparing a first segment, which lies before and 
after said search key, with a second segment which lies before and after said 
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section which is essentially identical with the first search key representation" 
especially when the key is chosen from the received media signals as required 
by the claims. Therefore claim 1 is allowable of the prior art or record. 

6. Claims 2-10 are dependent upon and further limit claim 1 and are 
therefore allowable as well.
